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\Gov't Guarantees 
Farm Loans — 


Last winter the federal parlia- 
ment passed legislation to extend 
governmental guarantees on a 
maximum of $200 million worth of 
bank loans to farmers during a 
three-year period starting March 1, 
1951. Most of this amount has been 
taken up and it is believed that an 
addition of $100 million may be 
authorized for farm improvement 
loans Within the next few months, 

Under the legislation the govern. 
ment guarantees 10 per cent of the 
loans made by the banks to farmers 
who put up livestock, machinery, 
ete., as security. The loans run to 
about $3,000 maximum for an indi 
| vidual farmer, bear interest at five 
| per cent and mature in three years, 
| Farmers use the money to purchase 
;new machinery and make farm im 
provements such as drainage, live 
}stock purchases and general con 
struction, About $350 million has 
been loaned to farmers under this 
}act in the last 7 years.

This is the 
market the dairyman should culti- 
vate, and try to expand by making 
his products more attractive and 
keeping his prices as low as pos- 
sible.

NEWS FLASH: A rat is reported to 
have been killed within about ten 


miles south east of Carstairs. Ap- 
parently this rat lost it’s life in an 
encounter with cats or dogs. It was 
brought in to this office in a rather 
badly mutilated condition, We were 
quite sure it was a Norway fat so 
we sent it in to Edmonton for posi- 
tive identification. Mr. Lobay, Su- 
pervisor of Crop Protection Service 
for Alberta has this to say about 
the specimen: “The suspected rat 
specimen came here in a very de- 
teriorated condition making positive 
identification difficult. Nonetheless, 
there were a few features that 
would lead me to suspect this rod- 
ent to be the actual Norway rat.” 
He goes on to say that this probably 
was a strayed rodent but the pres- 
ence of a rat so close to us should 
be viewed with alarm. There will 
need to be vigilence on the part of 
every citizen, children included.

3-WAY CHOICE IN TRANSMISSIONS 
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WINCHELL COULEE WELL GETS 
MADISON LIME AT 10,690 FEET 


Delhi Britalta Winchell Coulee, 
drilling in the Water Valley area 
west of Cremona has contacted the 
Madison at 10,690 feet and is at 
present coring at 10,728 feet, accord. 
ing to a report from the well head 
last week. The well has been coring 
since about 10,000 feet in search of 
the Madison contact. 

Winchell Coulee is one of the few 
Madison tests in the foothills belt, 
located 50 miles northwest of the 
Turner Valley Madison field. In the 
Cardium formation at 5,240 feet the 
well got a gas flow at the rate of 
10,000,000 cubic feet daily with a 
high gravity content and found a 
second gas zone in the Jumping 
Pound formation past 8,455 feet. 

The well is being drilled by Ca. 
nadian Delhi on a 40,000 acre farm.

RECORD MALT RATING 


Pay-off in the 7-year campaign 
to improve standards of Canadian 
barley is reflected in the record 
1952 crop. ; 

A bulletin from the laboratory of 
the Board of Grain Commissioners 
reports the estimated 284 million 
bushel crop of western Canadian 
barley is grading better than over- 
age and that its malting quality is 
excellent. 

About 35 per cent of carload lots 
inspected in the first quarter of the 
crop year entered the malting grade. 
Another 30 per cent graded No. 1 
Feed. 

From standpoint of the brewing 
indugtry which in 1946 initiated 
the National Barley Contest, results 
were even better. Malting tests on 
(Gears samples representing six- 
| row grades and No, 1 Feed inspected 

in Winnipeg in the first seven weeks 
of the crop year showed high malt- 

ing quality. 


Nitrogen content was low, malt 
extract highest on record, and dias- 
tatic activity qualities normal. 

Generally the quality came much 
closer to standards the brewing and 
malting industry is trying to get. 
On data compiled from analysis of 
1,775 barley samples from carlots 
and farmers’ parcels, mean protein 
values showed 10.5 per cent for 
Manitoba and 11.1 per cent for each 
of the provinces of Alberta and Sas. 
katchewan. 

The 8-1 million acres seeded this 
year in the western provinces gave 
an average estimated yield of 34.9 
bushels per acre. A good season, 
particularly for harvesting the crop, 
was a factor in the excellent 1952 
results. Another was co-operation of 
growers in all the provinces to try 
and produce good malting barley 
varieties. 


Interest of the growers has in, 


large measure been stimulated by 


the annual National Barley Contest, | 


initiated by the brewing and malt- 
ing industries in 1946 and now in 
its seventh year. Judging of the en- 
tries in the 1952 competition will 
take place shortly after the New 
Year.

RECORD GRAIN CROP 


Canada’s wheat crop this year has 
been placed at a record 688 million 
bushels by the Dominion bureau of 
statistics in its November crop es- 
timate. The previous high was the 
566,726,000 bushels produced in 1928. 

The barley crop, too, is at an all- 
time high, amounting to 281 mil- 
lion bushels compared with the 
record of 259,156,000 bushels pro- 
duced in 1942. 

Alberta’s wheat crop is estimated 
at 172 million bushels, some 8,700,- 
000 bushels short of the record in 
1940. 

The prairie wheat crop, placed at 
664 million bushels, accounts for 
96.5 per cent of Canada’s total wheat 
outturn this year. Production of all 
grains in the prairie provinces to- 
tals 1,300,000,000 bushels. 


BUDGET SURPLUS $287,900,000 
FOR SEVEN MONTH PERIOD 


Budgetary surplus of $287,900,000 
has been rolled up by the federal 
government during the seven-month 
period, April 1-Oct. 31. 

Including the special levy for old- 
age pensions, the government took 
in $2,468,900,000 in taxation during 
the seven months. This was an in- 
crease of 14 per cent over the total 
revenues for the comparable 1951 
period. 

These figures were made public 
when Finance Minister Abbott is- 
sued his monthly statement on the 
government's financial operations. 
The statement showed that, includ. 
ing the old-age pension tax, income 
tax collections over the seven 
months were 28 per cent above 1951 
and corporation tax receipts were 
up 14 per cent. 

The surplus of $287,900,000 was 
substantially below that of $504,- 
400,000 which was shown on Oct. 
31, 1951. Finance Minister Abbott 
budgeted for a surplus of $9,000,000 
on the 12 months ending next 
March 31. In several recent speeches 
he has said that he will consider 
himself lucky if the budget breaks 
even on March 31, the implication

CALFHOOD VACCINATION IN 
BANG’S-FREE HERDS 


Last spring several cattlemen in 
Alberta reported abortion storms in 
their herds with a resulting loss of 
at least 50 per cent or more of the 
calf crop. This will mean a decrease 
in income to these men in a couple 
of years of hundreds or thousands 
of dollars. In one case the decrease 
in gross income will be close to 
$10,000.00 because 32 cows lost their 
calves prematurely and they should 
have been sold as finished beef in 
two years at about $300 each. 

This heavy loss could have been 
prevented by building Bang's re- 
sistant herds through calfhood vac- 
cination, starting 5 or 6 years ago. 
Now it is too late to prevent the 
loss of the calf crop. These cattle- 
men will have their calves vacci- 
nated from now on to help clean up 
the herd. Naturally, the neighbors 
with clean herds are worried and 
wish that they had also started 
calfhood vaccination a few years 
ago. 

Cattlemen with herds free from 
Bang’s disease should be taking ac- 
tive steps to prevent loss of calf 
crops in years to come. Calfhood 
vaccination is urged in these to 
build up a herd with resistance to 
the disease. It is the cheapest form 
of insurance available to cattlemen 
to protect their incomes. Owners of 
clean herds have been in = many 
cases indifferent to calfhood vacci- 
nation. That is a mistake. Remem- 
ber, too, that the disease can be 
spread to humans in whom it 
causes Undulent Fever. 

Contact your Veterinarian and 
have him vaccinate your heifer 
calves.

CATTLE EMBARGO TO STATES 
TO BE LIFTED MARCH 1, 1953 


It is good news to Canadian live- 
stock producers and southern Al- 
berta cattle and sheep ranchers to 
know that the U.S, government will 
lift the ban against Canadian live- 
stock imports next March 1—unless, 
of course, a new foot and mouth 
disease outbreak occurs in Canada 
in the meantime. 

The March 1 date for lifting the 
embargo is probably about as soon 
as could have been expected, as 


it will then have been about six | 
months since the announcement by , 


the Canadian health of animals 
branch that the outbreak had been 


stamped out. The big advantage for | 


lifting the embargo is that the 
small percentage of Canadian cat- 
tle and hogs which represent the 
surplus over domestic consumption 
will be able to find an outlet again. 
There will be no big price advan- 
tage except we may expect firm 


prices instead of the widely fluc. | 


tuating values which have been of- 


fered on our purely domestic market | 


this past few months. 

Canada needs to sell for export 
something like 300,000 cattle a year 
in order to maintain a stable mar- 
ket upon which producers can de- 
pend, That is the real value of the 
U.S. outlet. 

Canada's big job now is to keep 
up an incessant watch to see that 
foot and mouth disease does not 
again get a foothold in this country. 
It's too expensive to be taking 
chances,
